Marietta, Ga, December 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—-The greater part of Kennesaw 
mountain, famous as a battleground in

The historic property was purchased 
from W. J. M. Hames, of Marietta, by 
Virgil McCleskey, C. M. Dobbs and W. T. 
Holland. The price has not been made 
public. 

Breastworks used in the bloody en- 
counter 6f June 27, 1864, are still stand- 
ing, and it is the purpose of the pur- 
chasers to preserve these and other 
points of nation-wide interest and to 
make the place more accessible and at- 
tractive to visitors. A good road to the 
top of the mountain will be the first 
move by the new owners, to be fol- 
owed by other improvements and event- 
ually by a hotel.

Dr. W. A. Allen Wrote 180 
Narcotic Prescriptions in 
About One Month’s Time, 
Charge Federal Officials. 


A prescription for dope, said to have 
been written by Dr. W. A. Allen and 
intended for a cell-mate at the Fulton 
county jail, played the chief part in a 
trial before the United States commis: | 
sioner yesterday, after which the phy- 
sician was committed to jail pending 
the action of the federal grand jury 
for alleged infractions of the Harrison 
narcotic act. 

It was charged by Deputy Revenue 
Agent Claude Rountree that between 
October 11 and November 16, the period 
during which Dr. Allen was incarcer- 
ated on a criminal charge, that 180 
narcotic prescriptions had been filed at 
one drug store by patients who had 
received them through the mail. These 
Prescriptions varied in. amounts. from 
ten to sixty grains. 

Dr. Allen, it is claimed, wrote the 
prescription for his cell-mate in the 
name of a Mrs. Belcher, 22 Paine ave- 
nue. It was received by another, ac- 
cording to the evidence, and the dope“ 
was hidden in the prisoner's lunch, 
where it was discovered by the county 
physician. The latter discovered it 
and reported the fact to government 
officials: Mrs. Belcher told the com- 
missioner that she. knew nothing of 
the prescription for 30 grains, and, 
while she admitted that Dr. Allen had- 
preseribed for her, she stated that he 
never gave her less than 60 grains.

Says 1 Will Make No 
Separate Peace. 


Rome, December 3.— The firm de- 
termination of all Italy— army. king 
and coumry—to continue in the war 
until the national aspirations are 
satisfied was emphasized by Foreign 
Minister Sonnino in an address to the 
senate and chamber. After recapitu- 
lating Italy’s share in the conflict he 
announced binding the allies not to 
conclude a separate peace. 

Baron Sonnino declared Greece had 
agreed to give the allies sufficient 
guarantees that she would maintain 
benevolent neutrality towards them. 
The independence of Serbia always had 
been one of the cornerstones of the 


Italy policy, he asserted, and for that 


reason Italy would aid Serbia, across 
the Adriatic, providing . supplies of 
arms and ammunition. 

The foreign minister's speech was 
interrupted with applause, enthusiastic 
demonstrations taking place in both 
the senate and the chamber. ver the 
passage alluding to the help that Italy 
was about to give Serbia. 

The only mention of Germany in 
Baron Sonnino’s speech was when he 
said that when Italy declared war on 
Austria, “Germany considered herself 
in a state of ruptured diplomatic rela- 
tions with Italy. 

The foreign Dash explained that 
Italy followed in the Balkans her tra- 
ditional policy, inspired by the prin- 
ciple of nationality, in complete accord 
with the allies. The quadruple en- 
tente, he said, aimed to unite the Bal- 
kans, while the central empires fo- 
mented their rivalry and  disunion 
finding unfortunately favorable ground 
in the feelings of hatred and revenge 
that had resulted from the second 
Balkan war. Besides, he added, Bal- 
kan mentality was impressed by the 
course of military events, lacking a 


|comprehension of the entire situation, 


from which should have sprung con- 
fidence in the final victory of the 
allies. 

The notable contribution which Italy 
had made to the allied cause of the 
war, continued the foreign minister, 
was shown especially last September 
when Austria was obliged hurriedly to 
transport considerable contingents 
from Galicia to the Italian frontier, 
thus renderi a victorious Russian 
counter offensive possible.

Washington, December 3.—Henry 
Ford was granted a passport by the 
state department today to visit Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark and the Neth- 
erlands. A representative brought his 
application from New York. The citi- 
zenship bureau of the department by 
noon had issued more than 125 pase-. 
ports to peace advocates who will sail 
from New York tomorrow on the 
steamer Oscar II. None made applica- 
tion to visit any other than neutral 
countries. There was no difficulty 
encountered in the issuance of pass- 
ports except in a few cases where the 
applications were defective.

1 
appreciate the honor, and would be 
very glad to serve if I were in pasi- 
tion to do so. But the fact that we are

prison farm. There are now some 150 
such prisoners at the state prison, sent 
there upon charges of vagrancy. It is 
the opinion of the governor and the 
prison commission that these prison- 
ers should be in an institution for 
medical treatment instead of the state 
farm, and the governor is constdering 
the possibility of an institution for 
this purpose, 

Besides the drug addicts at the pris- 
on farm, there are said to be many 
more about the state who are suffer- 
ing a great deal by reason of the re- 
„cent enforcement of the Harrison anti- 
narcotic law, which has cut off the sup- 
plv of these addicts. 

The law -appropriating the relief 
money provides that it shall be dis- 
bursed through the state health depart- 
ment under the supervision of the gov- 
ernor. Governor Harris and Dr. 1 F. 
Harris, secretary of the state board 
health, Friday held a conference upon | 
this subject. A meeting of the board 
of health will be called next week to 
make some sort of plans for giving 
addicts relief through the new state 
fund for this purpose.

F IT is a possible thing, there 

should be two bathrooms in every 

house and apartment. Of course, 
three is what is really necessary, but 
money and space often prevent this 
luxury. When it comes to not hav- 
ing to count the cost there is almost 
no limit to the luxuries that may 
be incorporated into a bathroom. 

No other place demands the ab- 
solute order and cleanliness that this 
room does. It should be equipped 
with the best fixtures, as they are 
the most economical! in the end, and, 
though they need not be fancy, the 
working apparatus should be of a 
standard make. 

Rods, etc., of porcelain and glass 
shelves may be placed where needed, 
thus avoiding all nickel, which soon 
tarnishes. Plumbing of porcelain 
coated iron wear very well and the 
oval-shaped bowls are best. No 
bathroom today is complete without 
a shower; in fact, where new bath- 
rooms are being put into already 
tinished houses and there is little 


space for a tub the shower is put in. 


A plumber recently told me when I 
was looking into this subject that 
the old-fashioned tub is not popular 
any more and all the new ideas 
called for showers entirely. : 

Be that as it may, many people 


do not favor a shower, and there will 
always be a demand for the “get-in” 
tub. The best design fits tight to 
the floor, leaving no place for dust 
to collect. The floor should be tiled, 
likewise the walls.

If the send- 
ing power were strong enough to throw the 
words completely around the globe, 25,000 
miles, the message would return to the 
original station in two-fifths of a second. 
The process of the relaying which must be 
performed every so often, however, makes 
such speed impossible.

The wireless phone is in many ways 
more remarkable than the wireless tele- 
graph.

The messages are dispatched 
through the use of the same 
employed in wireless telegraph¥ However, 
the sound waves are amplified in much 
greater measure.

As a matter of fact neither sight nor 
smell of food does what you think it does. 
You imagine that it actually makes you 
hungry, and that they make your mouth 
water. Dr. Carlson says “No.” 

“The fact that a man smells and sees 
food has no effect whatever on his hunger 
contractions and only a negligible effect on 
the flow of gastric juice.” 

What it does is to stir your imagination 
of just how things you have eaten @ould 
taste again. The effect they produce is 
mental, not physical.

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yterians Leave Historic Church Today 
For Beautiful New Edifice 


on Peachtree Road 
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For the third time in its history the 
First Presbyterian church of Atlanta 
will occupy a new place of worship 
when the congregation holds. services 
this morning in the Sunday school room 
of the beautiful edifice at the corner 
of Peachtree and Sixteenth streets. 

The church was organized in 1848, 
with the birth of Atlanta, after having 
been a part of a Union church, located 
on the triangle opposite the Candler 
building. The first building was erect- 
ed on the site of the church that is now 
to be evacuated on Marietta street, the 
lot having been donated by Reuben 
Cone. That building was removed and 
another built in 1877. Now the con- 
gregation will go to the new edifice on 
Peachtree street. 

With its history of nearly sixty years 
the First Presbyterian church has been 
a landmark of Atlanta. Before its altar 
many of the most prominent people of 
the city have plighted their marriage 
vows, infants, who became Atlanta’s 
foremost citizens, were consecrated at 
its baptismal fount, and noted men and 
women have passed from its portals 
to the tomb. 


REAT POWER 
FOR CHRISTIANITY. 


Under its inspiration men have gone 
forth to win the fight for civic right- 
eousness, while its influence has done 
much for the uplift of humanity and for 
the cause of ChristTanity. 

The new building will stand as a 
monument of the church’s growth and 
development and of the faithfulness and 
zeal of those who worship at its altar. 

the lot on which the new church has 
been erected cost $54,000 and the entire 
amount was raised in less than six 
weeks. The building when completed. 
will have cost $125,000. 

Until the completion of the church 
proper the congregation will use the 
Sunday school room wing of the build- 
ing, which is now complete. 


FULL DESCRIPTION 
OF THE CHURCH. 


The general plan embraces all the 
activities now usual and customary, 
with churches, an assembly room, seat- 
ing between 800 and 900, a two-story 
alcoved Sunday school room, seating 
with adjoining primary and beginners’ 
rooms, about 800, a chapel or small as- 
sembly room, seating about 150, a wom- 
an’s association room, a dining room 
and kitchen, and a pastor’s reception 
room and study.

In addition to the organ, which has 
been in use since 1870, the church pos- 
sesses other old furniture of much in- 
terest to Presbyterians. The pulpit 
chair and two smaller chairs, used in 
the church building of 1850-1877, are 
still in use. 

There is also a memorial tablet to 
Dr. John S. Wilson, in the old war- 
time church, and which has been care- 
fully preserved and will be given an 
honored place. An odd collection box, 
in the form of a pillar with an open- 
ing in the top for contributions, which 
stood at the door of the old church 
of 1850-1877, is still in one of the 
classrooms, 

The pews in the present building are 
of solid walnut. They will be removed 
to the new Sunday school room, Many 
of these have been used continually. for 
forty years by the same families, and 
are to be marked. Among them are 
the pews of the late Samuel Inman, 
Judge William T. Newman, George W. 
Harrison, Mrs. Mary Bellingrath, Carl 
Harmsen, Robert J. Lowry, James : 
English, the late Hugh Inman, Dr. J. G. 
Earnest, Mrs. Frances L. Austell and 
others. 

In the rear of the church is the new 
arsoflage, erected at a cost of about 
12,000. 

The church will be occupied for the 
first time this morning, Dr. J. Sprode 
Lyons, the pastor, preaching in the 
Sunday school room. 

“We will start out,” states the pas- 
tor, “with the congregation deeply 
thankful for the great blessings of 
Almighty God in the past and feeling 
that under His divine guidance the 
church will continue its career of use- 
fulness in the future. As it has been

The next pastor was 
Rev. J. L. King, who was followed by 
Rev. John E. DuBose ing 1853. 

For ten years after t organization 
of the church the ruli elders were 
Joel Kelsey, Oscar ston, James 
Davis, A. F. Luckie, William Markham, 
J. P. Logan, John Rhea, George Robin- 
son and A. N. Wilson. At that time 
there were no deacons. 

A division of the church’ occurred in 
1858. At that time both the First 
Presbyterian church and the Central 
Presbyterian church were organized. 
Fifty-seven members of the “Presby- 
terian Church of Atlanta“ organized 
the First Presbyterian church on Feb- 
ruary 21, 1858, by order of the présby- 
tery. Of this churéh Rev. John 8. 
Wilson was chosen as the first pas- 
tor and held the position until the 
time of his death in 1873, a period of 
fifteen years.

It was a second democratization of 
the government. And yet it differed 
radically from the first, which Mr. Jef- 
ferson had so shrewdly contrived. 

There was no kinship either in spirit 
or in method between Mr. Jefferson and 
this new hero of democracy. 

Mr. Jefferson had, indeed, expressed 
the greatest alarm “at the prospect of 
resident.“ “He is,” 
he said, “one of the most unfit men I 
know of for the place. He has had 
very little respect for laws or constitu- 
tions, and is, in fact, an able military 
chief. His passions are terrible. He 
has been much tried since I knew him, 
but he is a dangerous man.” 

And had Mr. Jefferson lived to wit- 
ness ‘the result, he would hardly have 
altered his judgment. He had stood, 
for all he ‘was so full of democratic 
doctrine, for conservative ways of po- 
litical growth. 

General Jackson stood, it turned out, 
for personal government, qactly ro- 
scriptions, and the self-willed. choices 
of personal power. 

neral Jackson professed to be of 
the school of Mr. Jefferson himself; and 
what he professed he believed. 

There was no touch of the charlatan 
or the demagogue about him. The ac- 
tion of his mind was as direct, as sin- 
cere, as unsophisticated as the action 
of the mind of an ingenuous chil 
though it exhibited also the sustain 
intensity and the range of the mature 


man. 

The difference between Mr. Jefferson 
and General Jackson was not a differ- 
ence of moral quality so much as a dif- 
ference in social stock and breeding. 

Mr. Jefferson, an aristocrat and yet 
‘@ philosophical radical, deliberately 
practiced the arts of the politician and 
exhibited oftentimes the sort of insin- 
cerity which subtle natures yield to 
without loss of essential integrity.

Amos Kendall was a master of the art 
political, not in action, but upon paper.

ND so in General Jackson's adminis- 
A tration, a veritable personal govern- 

ment was set up, so far as the execu- 
tive and the discipline of the executive's 
friends in congress were concerned; and al- 
le glance to General Jackson became the test 
of fidelity for every démocrat who wished 
to be admitted to the party’s counsels. 
| The president's mere audacity won many 
men to him, for the masses of the country 
loved bold individual initiative. 

His rugged honesty, his sincerity, his own 
power of devotion, his frank friendlitiess, his 
confiding faith in his friends won more. 

Toward women he showed the gracious, 
deferential courtesy of the man who would 
| be every woman’s knight and champion. 
Foreign ministers who had expected to 
find him in the rough frontiersman were 
amazed at his natural dignity and ease, the 
air almost of elegance and of majesty that 
hung about him because of his quiet Self- 
respect, his grave ahd unaffected courtesy, 
and the striking sadness and reserve of his 
deep-set eyes, a 

No president since Washington had so 
taken hold upon the imagination, and every 
month he remained in office his ascendancy 
became the more assured. , 

It made a startling difference to the coun- 
try. It broke the course of all settled policy, 
forced every question to square itself with 
the president’s standards, altered the ele- 
ments of parties. 

The country got its first taste of the ef- 
fect to be wrought upon policy in connec- 
tion with the troublesome question of the re- 
moval of the Indians from Georgia dnd Ala- 
bama to lands beyond the Mississippi. . 

Georgia had got rid of the Creek Indians 
while Mr. Adams was president. 

Both Creeks and Cherokees held their 
Georgia lands, under treaties with the United 
States, such as the constitution explicitly au- 
thorized the president to negotiate; the 
Creeks had relied upon the treaties and 
steadfastly refused to sell their lands or 
suffer themselves to be driven out of the 
state; and Mr. Adams had sought by every 
means in his, power to protect them. But 
congress ha pported him very lukewarm- 
ly, and Georgia had succeeded at last in ex- 
torting from the unwilling chiefs of the tribe 
terms which put their people forth into the 
west, where congress was ready to provide 
for them. 

The Cherokees were not to be 80 cajoled 
or dealt with. They mustered thirteen thou- 
sand strong; had settled to the occupation 
and learned the arts of peace; boasted a sys- 
tem of self-government and of orderly obe- 
dience to their own laws which seemed te 
promise, not extinction or eecay. or any de- 
cline of their power, but a great development 
and an assured permanency; and would not 
entertain any proposition whatever which 
involved the sale or relinquishment of the 
rich lands they occupied. 

General Jackson, however, unlike his 


lawbreaker. 
patriot. 

The peril of the country lay in the fact 
that he chose to disregard precedent and to 
interpret all laws for himself—the law of the 
constitution no less than the law of the stat- 
ute book. 

And so there was almost a clean sweep 
of the federal offices to make room for Gen- 
eral Jackson's friends, and secure proper per- 
sons to execute General Jackson's purposes. 

That the men dismissed had been long in 
office he deemed an additional argument for 
their discharge rather than an argument for 
their retention. | 

Long terms of service he thought undem- 
ocratic. They slackened diligence, he be- 
lieved, and made officeholders. too careless- 
ly secure. No doubt they fostered corrup- 
tion, too. 

He did not himself conduct the prosecu- 
tion; he let those whom he trusted conduct 
it in his name. a 

By the time the first congress of his term 
assembled (December 7, 1829) it was estimat- 
ed that fully a thousand federal officials had 
been removed, as against seventy-three at 
the most in all the previous history of the 
government. 

The senate tried to stay the tide where it 
could, in Ahe action on the nominations sent 
to it, but found the president imperious. ir- 
resistible, not to be gainsaid, and public 
opinion out-of-doors astonishingly ready to 
support and applaud him at every turn 
of the contest. , , i 

We give no reasons for our removals,” 
said Mr. Van Buren; and apparently the mass 
of the voters wanted none. They were con- 
tent to know that General Jackson was 
changing the government from top to bottom. 

Men withou parts or reputation of course 
got into office, in the general scramble. There 
could be little choice or deliberation in that 
wholesale process. 

The men appointed were for the most part 
men who had put themselves forward. There 
were very few men of any experience at all 
in federal administration, and many adven- 
tures, to be found in the ranks of the new 
party. : 

“Very few reputable appointments have 
been made,” Mr. Adams, the ruthless gener- 
al's predecessor in office, set down in hig 
journal, “and those confined to persons whe 
were indispensably necessary to the office.”

Wooden dolls of a new and “inde- 
structible“ kind are beginning to be 
made in this country, especially in 
Philadelphia, where they are turned 
out in large quantities: But the sup- 
ply of them is wholly inadequate to 
meet the demand. French dolls, of 
course, are not covered by the em- 
bargo, but the doll output of France 
has never been more than a hun- 
dredth part of that derived from 
Germany. 


Girls Who Learn to Make Dolls. 


Furthermore, the beautiful dolls 
on which French exporters most 
pride themselves get their “bisque” 
heads from Germany. The bisque 
is a kind of clay that has never been 
found anywhere else in the world. 
So far as known, we have none of it 
in the United States, and for this 
reason we cannot even attempt to 
compete with the German output in 
that line.

An Enthusiast, Aged 81, Who Has Been Making 
Children's Toys All His Life. 
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It has been said that, under nor 
mal circumstances in the mountains 
and valleys of Thuringia, those who 
do not make or sell dolls and toys 
are in the cradle. Even the goats 
and cows haul wagons filled with 
dolls, dressed and undressed, through 
the streets of the villages. Most of 
the people one meets carry baskets 
of dolls. 


Industry Is Centuries Old. 
The doll- making industry of Son- 


neberg datea back more than 300 


years. In early days the dolls were 
made of wood, but later on this ma- 
terial was supplemented with a sort 
of paste composed of flour, glue and 
water, which helped out the faces. 
It was not until 1810 that a Thur- 
ingian citizen named Muller origin- 
ated a “papier mache” mixture— 
paper pulp, rye flour, glue and chalk 
—which he employed very success- 
fully for dolls’ heads. This is the 
composition used today in the manu- 
facture of many kinds of German 
toys. Four pounds of it cost a cent. 

About 65 years ago a toy dealer of 
Sonneberg, while in London ona busi- 
ness trip, came across a doll that 
was to him a most interesting novel.

A wig may do for an ordinary doll, 


but not for the superior kind of sham 


baby. The lattér requires “real” hair. 
The hair must at least seem to grow 
from the scalp. 


Dolls“ eyes are blown by the glass- 
blower in the same way as artificial 
human eyes, If the sham baby must 
go to sleep when laid on its back, 
each such eye must bé made in the 
form of a sphere the upper half of 
which represents the lid. A leaden 
balance controls its movement, so 
that, when the doll is recumbent, the 
eyeball] turns down and the lid comes 
into view. 

Tie doll’s “voice” is another work- 
man's specialty, produced by a minia- 
ture bellows in the chest. Men em- 
ployed to make such bellows do noth. 
ing else, turning them out by the 
thousands. A recent innovation, 
however, is the doll that really talks 
—a manikin whose inside works con- 
tain a miniature phonograph, and 
which, as might be supposed, is very 
expensive. 

Dolls may be bought from a cent 
apiece to prices that run up far into 
the hundreds of dollars.

The wax head was a much later 
development, and was long consid- 
ered the ultimate advance in the 
doll-making art.

Many wax dolls are 
still made in England and France, 
but they have been driven almost out 
of the market by the more durable, 
equally beautiful, and in all ways 
more satisfactory, bisque doll.

ia. secured, it is so valuadle a piece 
of property that the manufacturer 
usually patents it, to prevent rivals 
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curiously enough, are made not for 
playthings nor for children. Of wax, 
clad in expensive costumes, and 
even provided with ornaments of 
gold and jewels sometimes almost 
fabulous in value, they are used in 
some of the Latin-American coun- 
tries as objects of worship in the 
churches, being designed to repre 
sent the Christ-child and various 
saints. 

Since very ancient times Doll Land 
seems to have been located in Ger- 
many. Clay dolls representing 
babies and knights in armor, dating 
back to the 14th century, have been 
dug up in Nuremberg.

years old, which were originally 
built for the children of wealthy no 
blemen. They are several stories 
high and complete in every detail, 
with cellars, stables, laundries, ‘bath- 
rooms, kitchens, bedrooms, nurseries 
and servants’ quarters—just like the 
mazsions of the rich in that day. 
Tueir furniture comprises everything 
from a linen-press to @ mousetrap, 
and it is reckoned that the least 
elaborate of these miniature dwell- 
inge must have cost 1000 flor ins.

Koh-i-noor meatis “mountain of light” 
in Hindoostani. It was worn by one of 
the princes in battle 4,000 years ago de- 
scribed in the Mohabharata. Ultimately. it 
passed to the Moguls and was taken over 
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Whether it was because of their evil 
doing in not executing his wishes or be- 
cause England was sitting tight doesn't 
‘matter now. The East India Company, 
that had a habit of getting whatever it 
wanted, conquered the Singhs and the 
“Mountain of Light’ was given to the 
young Queen Victoria. During her reign 
it was recut and what was lost in size was 
gained in brilliancy of color and light.

so it’s reasonably safe to suggest that 
maybe owners of the Hope have done 
some of the wrong vibrating which their 
historians have conveniently “hung” on 
the Hope. 

In the first place, Jean Baptiste Taver- 
nier, in 1665, stole a big blue 112-carat 
stone from a Hindoo god, sold it to King 
Louis XIV of France, was torn to pieces 
by wild dogs, and everybody knows what 
happened to Louis, likewise Marie An- 
toinette, who wore it, and Princess de 
Lamballe, who borrowed it, and all the 
rest of them until Lord Francis Hope 
bought it and died a wrecked man. Next 
came his grandson and his wife, May 
Yohe, and the string of owners who have 
died disgraced and broken in mind and 
body. The Hope is but half of Taver- 
nier’s big blue diamond. Two other 
small blue diamonds are known and if 
they have done their share of vicious vi- 
brating, their owners have carefully con- 
cealed it. 

The knowledge that the $180,000 Hope 
diamond is in the United States, the 
property of Mrs. Edward Beale McLean, 
of Washington, is enough: to scare into 
nervous prostration orthodox believers in 
that stone’s evil influence. True, the 
Hope had an ugly beginning, but it has 
not the blood-stained history that was at- 
tached to the Koh-i-noor until it was puri- 
fied by transportation to England. 


Mrs. McLean wears the Hope mounted 
as a pendant and nothing has happened 
to her. Probably nothing will happen. 
But in the meantime, the Hope has made 
wonderful newspaper copy, ranking with 
the sea serpent and the phantom caravan 
for inexhaustible interest. 

The most famous yellow diamond is 
the Florentine, cut to resemble a nine- 
pointed star. Austrians ascribe to its 
evil vibrations the disasters overtaking 
their royal family, which has a perpetual 
sword of Damocles suspended over it in- 
dividually and collectively. 

Empress Carlotta, of Mexico, threw 
away her pearls, convinced that their in- 
fluence was evil. An English miniature 
artist was finishing a portrait of Jose- 
phine the day before the separation pa- 
pers were signed.

With delicate, sensitive fingers, he lifts 
from their pockets the reproductions, 
holding them to the light as he tells of 
the bloodshed and daring experienced by 
diamond-crazed miners and adventurers.- 
Photographs of several of these replicas 
are shown on this page. 

“This is ‘the Great Mogul,“ he sald, 
holding a crystal shaped like the half of 
an egg. 

“This gem was seen by the French 
traveler, Tavernier, in India in 1665, the 
year of the great plague in London. After- 
wards it became the eye of an idol. An 
English soldier persuaded the owners of 
the temple to appoint him its keeper— 
and the caretaker became a thief and 
stole the idol’s eye! Eventually it passed 
to Catherine of Russia.”’ 

The “Orloff” also was an idol's eye 
and it too belongs to Russia, so does the 
“Polar Star.“ The “Shah of Persia,” 
oblong in form, used to be worn in the 
center of the Shah’s hat until it was 
added to Russfa’s crown jewels. 

A poor negro discovered ‘The Star of 
the South’ in Brazil,” said the geolozist, 
fingering a crystal, ‘“‘and it’s extraordi- 
nary the lowly origin of the diamonds 
themselves. Heat to a certain tempera- 
ture the lead in that very pencil of yours 
and you will have a diamond. It's pa- 
thetic to hear the authentic tales of 
privation met by guardians of diamonds. 
This ‘De Sancy,’ for instance, once worn 
in the helmet of Charles the Bold, was 
found by a Swiss soldier who gold it for 
two francs. It came into the possession 
of De Sancy, treasurer of France. He 
sent it to the Swiss government by a 
servant but the servant disappeared. 
His loyalty was never questioned by the 
master, who ordered a search. The body 
had been found in a wood, murdered, and 
buried by the Cure. It was exhumed and 
the diamond was found in the stomach, 
for the faithful servant had swallowed 
ft rather than surrender to the robbers.” 

The Nassak“ is a triangular diamond 
belonging to the Duke of Westminster. 

The Khedive of Egypt owns “The 
Pigott” which came from Borneo. 


The Regent“ took its name from the 
Duke of Orleans who, as regent of France 
for Louis XV, bought it for the crown. 
After making history, some of it respect- 
able, and passing from the possession of 
Louis XVI, and Marie Antoinette to Na- 
poleon I, it was lost, found in a ditch 
and restored to Napoleon III, in whose 
diadem it glittered. 

The English crown contains 2,783 dia- 
monds and nearly 2,000 pearls, valued 
at $20,000,000. 

Sapphires have been favorites of royalty 
but the best ones are owned by cardinals 
of the Roman Catholie church. Blue 
signifies purity, it is the color of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, and dignitaries of 
the church have their rings of sapphires, 
unofficially known as “The (Clerical 
Stone.“ The largest one in the Morgan 
Biblical 
references to sapphires, Mr. Arnold 
construes to mean lapis lazuli. 

Five thousand years ago, the Egyp- 
tians found in lapis lazuli an astringent 
which healed the eyes and a significance 
has been attached to the gem because 
of that. 

Mr. Arnold condemns the haphazard 
selection of gems and passing by the 
beautiful stones found in this country. 

Tou have over here,“ he said recent- 
ly, “some lovely quartz known as ‘Lake 
George diamonds,’-but which Americans 
seem to know nothing about. You have 
in the west aqua marines which appar. 
ently you consider valueless. Before the 
war began, Parisian jewelers were set. 
ting aqua marines in silver and making 
beautiful necklaces and corsage orna- 
ments and they predict in Paris that 
these semiprecious gems are the coming 
thing in jewelry.
